Chicago, March 4 - A glare of red 
fire that could he seen tor miles, the 
blaze of hundreds of torches, the sp ar­ 
kle of m y riad ! o f elect sic lights and 
li e ch eers o fjh o u sa n d s pf people made 
nj) the first taste ot Chicago's hospi­ 
tality that 
was given Prince Henry 
of Prussia ujxm his arrival in this city. 
His train arrived at the depot of the 
Chicago and Alton road at 6 :3 0 p. rn., 
and from there, a fte r he had been for­ 
mally welcomed 
by 
Mayor Harrison 
and the m em bers of the general recep­

PRINCE HENRY GIVEN A ROUSING 
WELCOME BY CITIZENS OF 
THE WINDY CITY. 


GERMAN VETERANS MARCH 


They Formed the Only Guard Given 
to the Royal Visitor on ths Way 
From the Depot to the Auditorium, 
Where a Dinner Was Served—«En­ 
tertainment 
Concludes 
With 
a 
Grand Ball. 
Chicago, March 4.- A glare of m i 
fire that could be se«*n for miles, the 
hlaxc* of hundred* of torches, the spar­ 
kle of myriad! of elect Me lights and 
|ie cheers oMhousaud^ of people made 
up the first taste of Chicago's hospi­ 
tality that was given Prince Henry 
of Prussia upon his arrival in this city. 
His train arrived at the depot of the 
Chicago and Alton road at 4 30 p. m., 
and from there, after he had been for­ 
mally welcomed by Mayor Harrison 
and the members of the general recep­ 
tion committee. Prince Henry rode 
through streets packed with a dense 
multitude, whose' cheers compelled the 
distinguished visitor to bo* continu­ 
ally to the right and left. The prince 
arrived in the city at a time when 
the streets were thronged to the ut­ 
most, It being the hour when many 
thousands of fieople were leaving their 
places of business for the day, and of 
all these people It seemed that nearly 
every one walked over to Jackson 
boulevard to await the arrival of the 
prince. For the entire distance the 
tidewalka were solidly massed with 
people, so closely packed that it was 
with the greatest difficulty that the 
line of policemen drawn up In front 
of the curb for the entire distance, 
could restrain the people from crowd­ 
ing over Into the street and encroach­ 
ing upon the line of carriages. 
No more flattering welcome could 
have been extended to any visitor, 
and It came not so much from the ofl- 
rials of the city as from Its cttlseaa. 
Every building along the Une of his 
route, from the depot to the Audito­ 
rium hotel, was 
Gaily Decorated With Bunting, 
the prevailing scheme being the 
American and Gorman flags inter­ 
twined. with the black eagle of Pros 
sis over all. Many of the buildings 
bad upon their fronts oiabormto de­ 
vices made up of hundreds of electric 
lights. No hint of the decorations In 
electric lights was given to the prince 
until after his carriage had rolled over 
Jackson boulevard bridge and was de­ 
scending the gentle slope that leads 
towards Michigan avenue. Then al­ 
most tn the same second tbe lights 
were turned on, and what had been 
but one second before a lane between 
dark toweling buildings was an av­ 
enue of dazxltng light. The torch 
bearers, who were German veteran 
soldiers, lit their torches at almost the 
•ame Instant and from end to end of 
the boulevard between the bridge and 
Michigan avenue, two-thirds of a mile 
away, there was an instantaneous 
blaze of red fire from both aides of tbe 
afreet. 
The train stopped with the last car.

Last night's meeting of the board 
of education was a four time winner 
and no session of the board has ever 
been held id the city that would 
equal it, for everyone of the members 
seemed to be there laat night ready 
for the fray and come what might 
they would settle the difficulty which 
has been the source of so much dia 
pleasure in the schools for sometime, 
for all time to come. There were no 
secret sessions, no buttonholing, no 
whispering in each others ears and 
no curbing of speech, even though at 
times it seemed as though there 
ought to have been a public censor 
present. 
The press and everybody else were 
admitted last night and it was a 
straight hand to hand fight between 
the two factions of the board. The 
one side claimed that the resulta of 
the meeting showed the handiwork 
of Prof. Torrens and bia earmarks 
were visible on the documents pre­ 
sented for consideration from several 
of the teachers of the city. On the 
other band J. H.Dickinaon was also ac­ 
cused of having been out gathering 
in the sheaves and doing a little mis­ 
sionary work. 
Of course the most important mat­ 
ter to consider last night was the 
selection of someone to suoceed Prof. 
Torrens as superintendent of the 
public schools. From the talk put 
up by friends of Mr. Torrens it was 
apparent that an effort was being 
made to have him reinstated, but it

What the board did finally do, elect 
Prof. T. B. Hartley, who is well 
known to all, to succeed Mr. Torrens, 
will receive the sanction of the en­ 
tire city,and this move it is thought 
will eradicate all further trouble.

The first question covered the point 
of the action of the board in releas­ 
ing Prof. Torrens, and asked the 
board to give soma reason for Its 
action. The second question asked 
why the board had released Mr. Tor­ 
rens without giving him a chance to 
answer any charges that might be 
filed. The third asked the board if 
by its action it thought that the 
school district was relieved of any 
liability aa to the payment of Mr. 
Torrens" salary. 
After the petition was read it was 
moved that the same be laid on the 
table.

But the 
question which he wanted to ask was 
whether the board was liable for the 
salary of Prof. Torrens and if they 
were did they want to go to the extra 
expense of hiring another to take his 
place! He thought it was a matter 
that the taxpayers should have a 
voice in. 
Mr. Preston gave his reason why he 
had voted at the last net ting as he 
did to release Prof Torrens. He said 
it was not so much the communication 
of the eleven teachers as it was public 
sentiment that prompted him to take 
the action that he did. 
A communication was read from 
Prof. Torrens in which he stated that 
he had received a letter from Mr. 
Mahlum notifying him of the action 
of the board but that he had been 
confronted with no charges; that 
they knew his telephone number and 
he waa always ready to perform his 
duties and they could call him up at 
any time. 
Dr. Groves went on to state that 
he knew of several teachers who 
would 'resign if Prof. Torrens was 
released and he understood that they 
had already aent in their resigna­ 
tions, and as long as the board had 
taken so much stock in the resigna­ 
tions of the other teachers that these 
resignations should also be given 
due consideration. 


Torreus matter aud then flop when 
the time came.

Mr. Dickinson arose with all his 
righteous indignation- and wanted 
the resignation of some of the teach­ 
ers referred to a special committee. 
Some on*» put in, “ What commit tee?" 
“The sewer committee'’, retorted Mr 
Dickinson. 
The only reference made to the 
action of Prof. Torrens in “still 
hanging out,” was when the pav roll 
for the past month came up for con­ 
sideration.

Former Attorney General John W, 
Griggs sees fn the new treaty between 
Great Britain and Japan a great step 
toward tbe realisation in tbe far east 
of policies of which the United States 
has been a determined and notable ex­ 
ponent 
At his home in Paterson, N. 
J., Mr. Griggs said to s reporter of the 
New York Herald: 
“This tresty Is apparently s carrying 
out of the policy enunciated by Secre­ 
tary Hay in hte note of July, 1000. It 
should meet with approval In Ameri­ 
ca, as It crystallises Into actual prac­ 
tice those Ideas for which we have 
striven. 
It affects us only favorably 
sod, as apparently giving to us Ju*t 
what we báve wished—tbe ‘open door* 
—should be welcomed,here. 
"This is on Its face no altruistic 
move. 
Japan and England say that 
they have Interests at stake, and they 
announce tbat where there Is ■ coali­ 
tion of powers against one tbe other 
will join its ally In resistance and that 
they will mutually exert their influ­ 
ence In peace to aid each other. The 
agreement recites that they seek to 
obtain la China and Korea equal op­ 
portunities for tbe commerce of all na­ 
tions and therein to distinctly to oar 
advantage. 
We have long stood for 
tbe ’opeo door.' 
While ws may welcome also the 
provision concerning the maintenance 
of the Integrity of tbe Chinese empire, 
which has been a steadfast object of 
our policy. It to not certain whether 
Russia will look upon It with equal fa* 
I cannot toll how she will regard 
It In view of her Manchurian interests. 
Russia has always held tbe door open 
to us. 
Hhs has avoided Incommoding 
our merchants and has been friendly 
to us In‘China. 
We have nothing to 
complain of to her treatment of our 
business Interests In Manchuria or 
elsewhere. As she has constantly pro­ 
tested her intention to continue that 
policy, ws have bad nothing especial to 
fear."
